The formatioQ of tho ruilroiuls to ter- 
minato at Puget Sound, is now ilofiiiitL-ly 
fixed upon, and the construction nnd 
operatiou will rapidly follow. Wo are in- 
formed by u friend, whose business takes 
him frequently backward and forwonl, 
tbat the arrival of people at tho differnU 
towns on the Sound is somewhat aston'^ 
ishing. Scores of new places of bus iiess 
bone been opened successfully, and all 
the horry and bustle of older cities is be- 
coming perceptible. This is only the 
gentle flow of the tide that proccdos tho 
great wave of inamigration that is now 
rapidly nearing tho PaciSo slope from 
Eastern and Southern States. Tho esti- 
mate of those en route or preparing to 
come, is summed up by the journals at 
half a million, more than the present 
population of the coast. Nature and 
good luck are about to do for ns what 
we coold not prevail upon onr Govertio 
meut to assist us in doing; the first bus 
given us the finest cl mate in the world, 
and boondloss mineriil riches; tho second 
is bringing us population, hence capital to 
deve'ope our resources. Tlie os'.cnsible 
destination of the thousands that v*ill 
from time to time flow into California is 
perfectly immaterial. A certain percen- 
tage is sure, sooner or later, to come bore 
and settle with us, no matter how greatly 
enamored they may bo of tho Unittd 
States Goveinmeut, There arc advan- 
tages to those settling in this Colony 
that are unattainable iu any other part of 
the habitable globe. Tbo people are 
Orderly and law abiding, rowdvism is 
'nnknown; property is safe, and ta :c.s are 
(or will be with Confederation) very 
light. Land of fine quality catt^'be had 
at one dollar per acrei and our mineral 
lands are thrown open to the enterprise 
of all vvitboat distinction of nation or 
colour. Meanwhile we shonid like to 
reap all the advartagcs of tbo increase of 
trade that the influx of population on the 
other side would create for us; bnt tliis 
is denied to our people, because wc are 
saddled with Government OfTiccrs ilmt 
do not understand the first principles of 
commerce. Wo caanot dispose of our 
goods to ready ccstoraers, because our 
inert Executive must indnlgo in a whim 
and send tho only useful measure that 
they over allowed to be carried through 
the Council to England for approval. 
They make us assume (in spito of onr- 
selves) the manners of our infancy and 
say to our Mother Country, ''riease, may 
we trade with our neighbors," wnen the 
old lady would only be too t;hul to see us 
doing the best we could for ourselves, uiid 
is too busy with her other domestic 
affairs, to give us mucb.attention. Really 
it is too bad, and may drive us to th(, 
other extreme. A partial change would 
have satisfied ns, but ne doubt whethvr 
that would now content us. 

Lord Guanvillk aniioiiiic.'d fas will 
bo eeon by our despatch ic-dayj that 
the Hudson B ly Company had decided 
to accept the sum oll'ered aw pay mcni 
in full for theocsBion of Llieir territori- 
al rights in British North America. 
This evidently embraces all their ter- 
ritorial rights, and thus tho groat ob« 
Btaolo to Confederation is removeil. 
Wo have no objeotion to entbasiastio 
spirits delighting themselves and their 
Irionds with annexation vagaries; but 
it, is ncvertheU'ss our inoviiablo destiny 
to form a part of tho great Dominion. 
Ono cannot help leeling a little anx- 
iety nniil tho timo arrives for tho 
completion of tbo cliange ; and tbo 
condition of the Colony, owing to the 
proHont nr satisfactory hUto of atfaiiM, 
is nol likely to mako tlio lapse of timo 
any h ta irksome. Coming events 
cast tbuir siiadows bcl'oro them ; may 
not, thiK explain the liilborto iiicompr.:- 
bonsible carelessness with which llio 
Government, of tlic Colony has been 
admluistorcd ? Tho prcsont ollioors ol 
government know, or at least fool, that 
their tenure ot ollioo is lust drawing to 
a olOBC, and nre probably conscious that 
a renewal under the new urdur ol things 
is very unlikely. " Wo do not say that 
sneb is tbo case, but is it not a slrango 
coinotdoneo that the Zealous is order" 
od away just before the arrival of tho 
tologium that conveys to as the very 
important fact that a great obstruc- 
tioH to Confederation la removed? 
Curo will have to bo taken in arrange 
ing tho icrmfl upon which' wo aro to 
eater tho Dominion ; tho Huhjool is nol 
one of iraportanco for tho day, or for

ten years, it is lor ail futuro timo. Onr 
connection with Canada will not only 
make or mar our own happiuoss, but also 
that of onr ohildron, ^How alUabsorb- 
itig, therefore should be oar attention to 
anything involving interests so vital.; ■'-d 
vWe earnestly entreat onr citizens npt to 
entrust their welfare to men whose great 
object is power, and, consequently, tho 
opportunity for plunder, Tho people of 
this Colony have solTered severely from 
such mistakes, and It is to be hoped they 
will be careful in discriminating for the 
future. Wo have good and true men 
amongst ns , men who have been consist- 
ent in their opinions, and whose anteeed'< 
onts will bear a close scrutiny. There is 
no necessity for basic, as some lime 
must pass ere all the preliminaries aro 
goiio liirongh ; although looking at onr 
existii:g plight, the loss ol time is a real 
cause for regret. 'fho interim can 
however, be well eniployod, aud tho men 
and the terms thoroughly canvassed.
